QUESTIONS Of 


"Jean Valgean" correspondent of 


the Eureka Kentinel still insists that 
Judge Fitzgerald ia not Ineligible for 
United States Senator and quotes Sec- 
tion 2 of Article VI of the State Con- 
•titntida to wbioh the JOURNAL last 
week referred, in answer to the Sentinel 
correspondent's suggestion 
of 
the 


Judge for the position. That Section 
declares that "Supreme and District 
Judges shall be ineligible to any office, 
other thitn a judicial one, during the 
term for which they shall have been 
elected ; and all elections or appoint 
ments of any such judges by the peo- 
ple, Legislature or otherwise, during 
•uob period to any office, other than 
judicial, shall be void." 


We are afraid that the Sentinel corre- 


xapondent is mistaken in bis impression 


that the above does not apply to anj 
except State offices, such as the GOT^ 
ernorshjp, etc., as it says ''any office," 
whioh by reasonable construction ap- 
plies to the United States States Senu 
torsbip, which certainly is not a judi 
oial office. We believe, moreover, that 
Jartge Fitzgerald will concur with tbt 
JOURNAL in its interpretation of the 
quoted Constitutional clause, if bis 
opinion was requested, and the JOUBNAL 
would, moreover, accept such deoisior 
BS correct, for it knows that it would 
be a sound and' honest one. At out 
time Judge Fitzgerald could 
easily 


have been nominated and elected Oov 
ernor, but for the quoted clause, which 
he, himself, urged, if we are not mis- 
t-iken, aa the reason why he could uoi 
baoome a candidate for that office. The 
reason why the JOURNAL again refers to 
the subject is that the Senatorial ma',- 
ter is badly muddled enough already, 
and that it should not be made mort 
so by presenting the name of a gentle 
man whose merited popularity would 
Insure a following, which would be use- 
less to him if ineligible to tha office, 
and which might be injurious to some 
other good man whose eligibility could 
not be questioned. An perhaps Judge 
Fitzsuriild himself knows, tho JOUBNAL 
feels us friendly, personally and politi- 
cally, toward him as any of his greatest 
adaiireia, niid that the raising of thf 
qnestion at this time, which others 
would certainly raisa later on, is in no 
wise actuated by an unfriendly spirit 
towards as able and honest a man as- 
to-day treads the soil of the State of 
Nevada.

What is «oing to be the result of Jnd ge 


Fitzgerald's decision, throwing oat 171 
votes ia precincts in Ear.'ka county? 
The District Judges decision was .-en- 
dered upon a cnao of precisely the same 
character and from *he same county, 
from a decision rendered by tlie So- 
pieine Court two years flgc—the case ol 
Sweeney vs. Hjul. In that case, as we 
understand it, the entire vote of the 
rejected preclude was thrown out ami 
not counted for nuy of the candidate?, 
inclusive or exclusive of the contesting 
parties. If the JOURNAL understands 
it correctly, tne vote for Presidential 
Els'o'orii, Congressman and Justice ol 
the Supreme Court went overboard 
with the others, but as it made no 
otiangj m tlie result, it attracted little 
or no attention. It seems to be a ques- 
tion of cold law, and should, as it, 
doubtless will be, so traated by the 
Supreme Court. With the JOCBNAL, it 
is a sort of rattlesnake and polecat con- 
test, so far BB the result is concerned, 
wl it can view it from nu unpreju- 
diced standpoint. 


White it seems to us hard thnt so 


many persona should be disfranchised 
because of some technicalities for 
which they, or at least, but few of them 
were responsible, it also seems but fair 
that if the votes are thrown out for one 
candidate, It should affect all alike, from 
Governor to Constable, for the techni- 
oal omniHslous or commissions cer- 
tainly apply to all, and if they hold 
good ou the matter of the Asseeaorship 
it seems but just that it should include 
the entire ballots from top to bottom. 
If we had oar way, every honest ballot 
oast in the State should be counted as 
it read, and no little informality or 
technicality should prevail against it. 
As, however, the election! must be reg- 
ulated by law, wbioh prescribes the 
manner and details concerning their 
conduct, whioh -should be carried out 
as nearly as possible, but in all viola- 
tloms of tha law, whioh affect the valid- 
ity of the vote at any precinct, all can- 
didates voted for should be treated 
alike and no distinction made in the 
oHlcea of Governor, Congressman or 
School Trustee. We believe that the 
thrown out precincts affec no State 
offle except the Governorship.
